PROGAGLE THAT HE WILL Pay 
FOR BETTER QUARTERS. 


Chief of Polices Biggy, Who is 
Continued as Elisor, is in a Quan- 
dary What to Do With His Pris. 
oner—May Continue to Live at 
Fillmere-ctrest House.

BAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 16.—{ Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.| There is a possibility 
that Ruef, may not, after all, have to 
share the plain food and breathe the 
unsanitary air with the other felon’ 
at the Coupty Jail. It seems probable 
he will mapiowes to stay in quarters, 
the com lousness of which will be 
determined by the amount he is will- 
ing to pay from his own pocket for 
their maintenance. Chief of Police 
Biggy said today: 

“I had a conference with Judge Dunne 
this morning, and he tnformed me that 
I am still to continue to have custody 
of Ruef, and also that all expenses 
incurred for his maintenance will not 
be paid by the city.” 

When asked when Ruef would be re- 
moved from the Fillmore-street resi- 
dence and to what place he would be 
taken, the Chief answered that he had 
not yet given that matter any consider- 
ation.

City Prison, for, in fact, there is not 
a place at the City Prison for such a 
prisoner as Ruef. The

MOTHER AND BABES DROWN. 


Shasta County Woman and Two of 
Her Children Meet Death in but 
Two Feet of Water. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 

REDDING. Sept. 16.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch} George W. Riggins 
and two children, one aged 6 months | 
and the other 6 years, were drowned 
at 2 oclock this afternoon in crose#- 
ing Bouth Cow Creek on a foot bridge. 
A third child, a girl named Alma, aged 
5 years, escaped from the accident, 
which occurred half a mile from the 
town of Millville, fourteen miles east 
of Redding. 

The footbridge did not break. It is 
thirty-five feet long and stands two 
feet above the water, which is only 
two feet deep under the bridge, al- 
though the current is very swift and 
the creek bed is wery rocky. 

Just how the accident happened is 
not clear, for little Alma is the only 
survivor and she was so frightened 
that she could not give a clear ac- 
count. 

As nearly as can ~be ascertained, 
Mrs. Riggins, carrying her 6-monthes- 
old baby In her arms, preceded by her 
§-year-old son and followed by Alma, 
were crossing the creek on the fbot- 
bridge, when the boy fell in and the 
mother jumped in to rescue him, car- 
rying the babe in with her. All three 
were drowned, the mother, as well as 
the boy, being lifted off their feet by 
the swift current. 

The girl walked across the bridge in 
safety, went to Milville and told some 
boys there that “Mama is in the 
water.”

Secretary Taft, on his recent vielt to

the constitution. 

The people of the proposed State 
will aleo elect a Governor, five Con- 
gresemen. and members of the Legis- 
lature who in turn will elect two 
United States Senators 

The general opinion tonight was that 
the tonstitution would be adopted, and 
both Republicans and Democrats be- 
lieve that a prohibition clause will be 
approved by a large majority. 

Democrats claim that C. N. Haskell! 
will be elected Gevernor by a major- 
ity of 30,000, while the Republican cam- 
paign managers predict the election 
of Frank Frantz, a former Rough 
Rider and present Governor of Okla- 
homa Territory, by 10,000 to 15.000. 

Republicans concede that three of 
the five Congressional districts will go 
Democratic and members of that party 
Geclare that the other two will be 
close.

Railway Building Around a Volcano. 
The etretch of road that runs from 
Tuxpan is the State of Jalisco to Co- 
lima, Mex., is one of the most expen- 
sive pleces of railroad building in 
America. It will cost more than §3,- 
600,000 gold to build this forty-three 
miles of road. The unreliable antics 
of the Colima volcano had to be tak- 
en into consideration in selecting the 
route. Jets of steam are constantly 
beiched forth from its crater and 
eruptions of violent character occur 
periodically. The steam is condensed 
when it strikes the cold atmosphere 
above the crater and in the form of 
water ft seeks the sea by means of 
numerous deep gorges. In time of 
eruptions streams of lava are ejected 
from the seething cauldron within the 
mountain and this molten mass follows 
the courses marked out by the water- 
ways and pours down upon the more 
level land far below. The gorges, or 
barrancas, as they are called in Mex- 
ico, are 30 to 609 feet in depth and 
190 to 2000 feet across 

It has been a stupendous task to 
the necessary machinery, such as 
steam shovels. into the almost im- 
penetrabie region. All machinery had 
to be knocked down and carried along 
narrow mountain trails upon the 
backs of burros. Frequently, when im- 
passable barrancas were reached, tthe 
loadsa had to be let down to the bot- 
tom of the gorges. by means of ropes, 
and carried across to the other side, 
by Mexican laborers, and then hoiste 
to the trail on the other side, to re-

PARENTS BAR SOMBER CUSTOMS 
AT SON’S FUNERAL. 


Body Cremated Prior to Services, 
Where Mourners See Naught but 
Burial Urn and Profusion of Flow- 
Sere—Father of Dan Vance Says 
Grave Thus Loses its Horrors. 


The parents of Dan Vance, the fif- 
teen-year-old son of Mr. and Mre.

Their sorrow has been assuaged, 
they say, by the novel funeral cere- 
mony conducted at their pretty home, 
No. 972 West Thirty-fourth street, yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The death of young’Vanc: was ead, 
indeed. Two weeks ago he we: bath- 
ing in one of the local plunges. Return- 
ing home he was taken violently fil. 
He died of cerebral meningitis. He was 
well beloved. 

Determined to cheat death of what 
Mrs. Vance believes is its sting, the 
sorrowing mother provided for an in- 
novation in the wineral service. There 
was to be no coffin and corpee, no view- 
ing of the dead face in th. coffin, no 
solemn march to the cemetery. All this 
was to be changed. The mother suc- 
ceeded, and as a result the friends of 
the family attended the strangest fu- 
neral service ever held in this city.
